end labor should remain in opposed 
camps and it would be better for 
both if they could compose their 


differences.

“Increase your output with short- 


er working hours and without de- 
creasing pay. Take the workmen 


into your confidence and ask each 


to solve the problem in his own de- 


partment. There should be no de- 


crease of wages for the six-hour 


day: if it is feasible they should be

of production. On the contrary, it 


should be increased.“

DIFFICULT TO LEAVE. 

“There are not half a dozen Amer- 
icans in Berlin who are not anxious 
to get home.

“The real Americans who were 
compelled to remain in Germany for 
a time after the war was declared, 
did not lose one ownce of their 
Americanism. They submitted with- 
out a murmur or complaint to every 
restriction that was placed upon 
them, and only bid the time that 
they could safely and tegitimately 
get away. Many of them had to 
make big personal sacrifices, of 


course, but they did it cheerfully and 
loyally and have come back to 
America with an even keener appre- 
ciation of patriotism than most of 
those who have never b@en abroad.”

PETITION FILED BY RESIDENTS 
WITH SUPERVISORS AL- 
LEGES EXCESSIVE COST. 


A petition signed by about 100 
residents and property owners in 
the Malibu and Santa Monica moun- 
tains was filed with the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday, asking that 
the board abandon . the proceed- 
ings to condemn roads through and 
across the Malibu ranch and for 
the contemplated Decker road 
across the mountains near the Ven- 
tura county line. In lieu of these 
contemplated roads, the petitioners 
asked that a road be built from the 


Topango postoffice, on the county 


road in the Topango Canyon, to the 
Triunfo postoffice on the Ventura 
State highway. : 


Reasons for the proposed change 
plan, as set forth in the petition, 
are that the Triunfo road would be 
less expensive than the others and 
would serve a greater numbér of 
ranchers and settlers and a larger 
area of territory. 

“The total length of the road 
construction necessary to reach 
Ventura State highway at the 
Triunfo postoffice from Topango 
Canyon along the route contem- 
plated through the Malibu ranch 
and up the so-called Decker road is 
36.75 miles,” the petition recites, 
“while the length of the substituted 
Triunfo road proposed is only sev- 
enteen and one-third miles, or 
eg eighteen and one-half miles 
ess." 

The petition further says: 

“The road now completed through 
the Malibu ranch is sought by cer- 
tain interests more for pleasure 
purposes than for any actual benefit 
it can possibly be to any of the set- 
tlers and other property owners in 
the mountains, and certainly in this 
day of high taxes and great public 
need it would not only be the 
height of folly, but a most serious 
dereliction of duty to expend the 
people's money on any such useless 
enterprise.”

INCREASED RAISING 
OF CHICKENS URGED. 


POULTRYMAN APPEAIS FOR 
SUBSTITUTION OF FOWD 
FOR OTHER MEATS. 


A. A. Peters, vice-president of the 
American Poultry Association, here 
under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of to further poul- 
try raising in the Huthland, was the 
principal speaker at the monthly 
meeting of the Poultry Breeders’ As- 
sociation, held last evening in The 
Times Assembly Hall. Mr. Peters 
explained that there is a crying need 
for red meat in Europe; that it is 
necessary for this government to 
make large shipments, and that con- 
sequently some substitution for the 
product must be made in this coun- 
try. For this reason the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has appropri- 
ated a considerable sum in order to 
send experts in poultry culture to 
various States that they may work 
in conjunction with the poultry rais- 
ers of their section in the interests 
of an increase in production. . 

At the present time the govern- 
ment is advocating the starting of 
poultry yards by each individual 
family in the city, providing condi- 
tions permit. Also it is urged that 
as many young chicks as possible 
be hatched and raised. The United 
States needs this kind of meat, now 
that so much beef is required by 
the soldiers.

“I have been much impressed 


with the check dam system from the 
very beginning of our consideration 
of the plan and what I have seen 
today convinces me that there 
should be a very extensive use made 
of these dams and that the work 
should be prosecuted as speedily as 
possible. 

“I shall advocate the carrying out 
of the entire scheme on these lines 
as quickly as practicable. I believe 
they should be used all along the 
mountain and foothill runoffs. 

“In the bond issue for flood con- 
trol there is provided an item of 
$103,000 for this purpose. 

The demonstrated importance of 
check dams very likely will cause a 
considerable modification in the 
plans for flood control. 

“While only this fixed sum ts pro- 
vided specifically for this purpose, 
it is possible to change the plans by 
a vote of four-fifths of the Board of 
Supervisors. I am sure that the 
check dams are going to be a great 
factor.” 

EXPERT OPINIONS. 

While the five engineers who 
formulated reports on county flood 
control plans. could not agree on va- 
rious points, and the result was that 
four of them signed one report, while 
a minority report was signed by En- 
Eineer J. W. Reagan, it appears that 
they all agree practically on the ad- 
vantage of the use of check dams. 

The report concurred in by En- 
gineers H. Hawgood, Charles T. 
Leeds, J. B. Lippincott and F. II. 
Olmstead, says, in regard to the

When W. L. Hutcheson, chairman of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters, tore 
into bits the agreement between his union 
and the Federal Shipping Board and ordered 
2 general strike until closed-shop conditions 
should be accepted by the shipbuilders he 
unwittinsiy brought to a crisis the contro- 
versy between the government and disloyal 
labor unions. During the last year there 
had been much temporizing on the part of 
the government departments with the 
unions. But each concession in wages and 
in hours was accepted by the walking dele- 
Sates and grafters as a victory won: and 
they made their final test of strength on the 
ggg of the closed shop for the ship- 


At this point, however, President Wilson 
ceased to be conciliatory; he commanded 
when he had formerly recommended. He 
refased to meet Hutcheson or to have any 
further communication with him until he 
should call off the strike of the carpenters. 
The carpenters were working under an 
agreement approved by the Federal Ship- 
Ding Board. But Hutcheson ripped up that 


nounced that it was a question of closed 
‘shop or no more shipbuilding. The strike 
of the carpenters lasted less than twenty- 
four hours after the President cleared the 
governmental decks for action. But it 
served a good purpose, for all its evil intent. 
The demand for the closed shop was for- 
mally recognized by the government and for- 
mally rejected, Mr. McAdoo has declared 
against the closed shop for railroad shops, 
and the Federal Shipping Board has gone 
on record against it for all yards where 
government vessels are building. IT IS 
THE MOST NOTABLE VICTORY FOR 
FREE LABOR since the war began. 

When the issue was once joined influen- 
tial newspapers that follow closely the poll- 
cles of President Wilson denounced the un- 
patriotic iaborunion leader who was 
“scheming to turn the necessity of the coun- 
try to the sordid advantage of the union he 
represents and make unionism bigger than 
the government.”

When the entry was made, special 


agents of the Land Office at Wash- 


ington visited the property and re- 
ported that there was no water on 
the land and that it could not be 
developed. Greth appealed from 
the decision, and is seeking to show 
that he will be able to develop wa- 
ter enough for irrigation purposes. 
If he does, he will be allowed to 
perfect his proof; if not, the entry 
will be cancelled. 

There have been many complaints 
about entries being unloaded on un- 
suspecting persons. Hereafter 
patents will not be issued on any 
desert land claim unless water has 
been found sufficient not only for 
domestic purposes, but for irriga- 
tion as well.

Business and the War. 

PASADENA, Feb. 26.—-[To the 
Editor of The Times:] It has never 
been my policy to rush into public 
print or to in any way tombat 
the opinion expressed by the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country, but 
the article in The Times referring 
to F. R. Feitshans and bearing its 
editorial indorsement, is so contrary 
to the principle that must be recog- 
nized and adopted by the people of 
this country, if We are to win this 
war, and if our army and navy are 
not to actually suffer and if our war 
programme is not to be blocked, that 
I feel I must ask you to give equal 
prominence to a statement of facts 
which is incombatable. 

The productive capacity of this 
country of every kind and descrip- 
tion, which in simple terms, means 
raw material or agricultural prod- 
ucts plus service necessary to pro- 
duce or manufacture them, amounts 
in a busy year like 1916, to about 
$40,000,000,000. It is possible by 
the exertion of extreme pressure 
such as the employment of practli- 
cally every laborer in the country at 
high wages and the running of 
every factory in the country to its 
fullest capacity as we have done in 
1917, to expand this production about 
10 per cent. or perhaps to $45, 000, - 
000,000. 

The normal demands of the gov- 
ernment for all purposes under a 
$40,000,000,000 production are about 
£1,000,000,000; but the abnormal de- 
mands of war will demand of this 
productive capacity for this govern- 
ment and our allies for the year 
ending June 30, 1918, fully $18,000,- 
000,000, and it is a simple matter of 
addition and subtraction and a fact 
capable of being understood by 
everyone that if government de- 
mands for war purposes require 
$17,000,000,000 more of goods and 
services or productive capacity than 
in a normal year and the limit of 
our expansion for our normal pro- 
duction is four or five billions of dol- 
lars. either normal production in this 
country must give way 25 per cent. 
or 35 per cent. or our army and 
our navy cannot be provided with 
ships, guns, clothing, ammunition, 
food, trucks, hospitals, airplanes and 
war necessitiés. This fact has been 
recognized by the industries of the 
country in almost every line. The 
production of pleasure automobiles 
for instance has been reduced 40 
per cent. throughout the country 
and the productive capacity of these 
Plants transferred to meeting the 
needs of the government in its war 
programme. 

Either the people of this country 
must come to a realization of the 
fact that as individuals and as busi- 
ress men we must make some sac- 
rifices and that business as usual,“ 
particularly in non-essentials cannot 
continue or the boys in blue and 
khaki who are making the supreme 
sacrifice for us are going to suffer 
for want of clothing, guns, ammuni- 
tion, food, supplies, afd ships to 
transport them. Mr. Vanderlip very 
plainly stated this fact as follows: 
“No matter how well we can afford 
to buy unnecessary things, the gov-

If we lose this war and we will 
lose it unless business does its part, 
no business will be worth anything, 
and if we win it, and win it we 
must, even though business must 
bear its portion of the burden and 
sacrifice, there will be a tremendous 
business in this country after the 
war.
